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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Lytham  St.  Annes 


Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1956. 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  can  be  said  to  have  been 
satisfactory  from  the  public  health  standpoint.  The  incidence  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  (10)  and  Measles  (11)  was  very  different  from  the 
208  and  240  cases  respectively,  which  were  recorded  in  1955.  On 
the  other  hand  Whooping  cough  (11(5)  was  much  more  prevalent 
than  in  1955,  but  there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  it.  An 
investigation  of  these  cases  throughout  the  Division  was  carried  out 
for  me  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  1956,  and  only  a  very  few  children 
who  had  had  the  immunising  injections  were  among  those  who 
suffered  from  the  disease.  Even  if  complete  immunity  is  not  always 
provided,  those  who  have  been  injected  will  at  least  have  a  modified 
attack. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  been  an  important  public  health 
measure  for  nearly  20  years,  with  the  result  that  we  now  have  with 
us  a  generation  of  parents  which  has  never  known  the  tragic  loss  of 
young  life  which  used  to  occur  from  this  cause. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  also  a  well  proven  safeguard. 
Whooping  cough  Immunisation  at  an  effective  level  is  a  newer 
measure,  but  is  proving  its  value. 

During  1956,  Poliomyelitis  Immunisation  was  introduced  in 
this  country.  The  vaccine  is  a  British  modification  of  the  American 
one.  During  the  spring  months  the  first  children  of  those  registered 
in  the  1947-54  age  range  were  injected  but  no  further  vaccine  became 
available  before  the  close  of  the  year  to  continue  the  process  in  the 
later  autumn  months. 

This  protective  measure  against  a  grave  disease  which  has 
become  more  prevalent  since  the  1939-45  war  is  understandably 
more  topical,  but  amid  the  clamour  for  this,  which  will  be  met  as 
quickly  as  fully  tested  supplies  of  the  vaccine  come  to  hand,  may 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  raise  his  voice  and  urge  that  parents 
do  not  forget  the  older  processes  which  have  largely  rid  us  of  equally 
grave  diseases,  which  they  have  not  known  as  they  have  come  to 
know  Poliomyelitis.  We  would  surely  be  doing  a  foolish  thing  if  in 
beating  oft  a  newer  enemy  at  our  front  we  let  an  old  enemy  sneak  up 
again  and  strike  us  in  the  back. 
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At  13.0  per  thousand  of  the  population  our  adjusted  birth-rate 
is  only  fractionally  different  from  that  of  1955,  and  the  same  holds 
for  the  adjusted  death-rate  at  12.3.  Compared  with  the  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  birth-rate  of  the  Borough  is 
slightly  lower  and  the  death-rate  slightly  higher,  but  this  is  readily 
understandable  in  a  residential  town  to  which  many  people  have 
retired  and  which  carries  an  over  average  proportion  of  the  older 
age  group. 


One  rather  disquieting  feature  is  that  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  registered  (20)  is  double  that  of  last  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  is  a  fortuitous  occurrence  in  1956,  and  not  a  sign  of  a  real 
upward  trend. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  there  have  been  no 
deaths  of  mothers  in  childbirth.  The  last  recorded  in  the  Borough 
was  in  1953.  There  are,  however,  a  greater  number  of  stillbirths, 
which  raised  the  rate  per  thousand  total  births  from  23  in  1955  to 
36  in  1956.  There  were  two  fewer  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
old,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  thus  reduced  from  29  to  23  per 
thousand  live  births. 

The  problem  of  unfit  houses  is  a  negligible  one  in  Lytham  St. 
Annes.  Inspections  carried  out  are  dealing  more  with  remediable 
defects  and  their  setting  right.  The  number  of  houses  reckoned 
unfit  and  not  able  to  be  made  so  at  reasonable  expense  is  in  single 
figures.  The  problem  of  accommodation,  however,  is  very  different. 
A  waiting  list  of  655  applicants  for  Corporation  houses  is  considerable. 

The  problem  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  accommodation 
coupled  with  the  cost  is  undoubtedly  a  massive  one,  and  can  bear 
hardest,  perhaps,  on  those  with  young  children  and  with  inadequate 
living  space  and  on  those  getting  older  and  seeking  a  corner,  which 
incomes  of  attenuated  purchasing  power  can  afford.  There  is  no 
social  case- worker  who  is  not  acquainted  with  the  problems,  physical 
and  psychological,  which  can  arise  in  this  connection. 

I  would  express  my  gratitude  and  thanks  to  the  three  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  the  Clerk  in  the  Health  Department.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  never  lacked  willing  and  friendly 
support  from  any  of  these  or  from  the  Health  Committee — as  a  whole 
or  individual  members.

STATISTICS  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  Population. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  middle  of  1956.  i.s  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  at  30,890  ;  490  more  than  in  1955,  and 
5,130  more  than  the  1931  census,  and  547  more  than  the  1951  census. 

2.  Births. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  346  live  births — 167  males 
and  179  females — occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  This  is 
1  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  gives  a  crude  birth-rate  of  11.2 
per  thousand. 

Corrected  Birth-rate. 

1956  adjusted  birth-rate  (comparability  factor,  116)  -  13  0 
per  thousand. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births — 20,  of  which  8  were  males  and  12  females — as  compared 
with  10  in  1955.  This  represents  5-78  per  cent,  of  the  total  live 
births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth-rate  of  0-64  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  2-88  per  cent.,  and  0-32  per  thousand. 

Still  births. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  still-births— 13, 
4  males  and  9  females — as  compared  with  8 — 5  males  and  3 
females  during  the  previous  year.  This  represents  3-75  per  cent, 
of  the  total  births,  and  a  still  birth-rate  of  0-42  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1955  were  2-30  per 
cent,  and  0-26  per  thousand. 

3.  Deaths. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  the 
year;  551,  as  compared  with  588  in  1955.  The  crude  death-rate  is 
17-8  per  thousand  ;  this  is  1-5  below  that  for  the  previous  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1.  Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board  ;  the  supply  has 
been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  ample  in  quantity.  Practically  all 
houses  in  the  Borough  receive  their  supply  direct  from  the  mains, 
but  some  of  the  larger  houses,  hotels,  etc.,  are  provided  with  storage 
cisterns. 
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All  water  is  mechanically  filtered  ;  lime  water  is  added  to 
prevent  action  on  lead,  and  the  water  is  afterwards  chlorinated. 

The  Water  Board  carry  out  periodical  bacteriological  examinations 
of  the  water.  Of  the  23  examinations  made  during  the  year  of  the 
raw  water,  there  were  no  abnormal  results.  Two  chemical  analyses 
of  the  water  were  taken  also,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Twenty-four  examinations  were  made  of  the  water  going  into 
supply  ;  there  were  no  abnormal  results.  Three  chemical  analyses 
of  water  were  taken,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  or  extensions  during  the  year. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  only  stream  in  the  district  is  the  Liggard  Brook,  which 
flows  into  the  Ribble  Estuary,  and  is  largely  fed  by  ditches  which 
drain  the  moss  on  the  landward  side  of  the  town.

6.  Measles. 

Measles  was  much  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year — 11 
cases  having  been  notified,  as  compared  with  240  in  1955.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

7.  Acute  Pneumonia. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

8.  Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough  was  much  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous 
year — 116  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  14  in  1955.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

9.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

10.  Meningococcal  Infection. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.

11.  Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the 
year.

12.  Acute  Encephalitis.  (Infective  and  Post-Infectious).

13.  Sonne  Dysentery. 

10  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

14.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

15.  Erysipelas. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

16.  Malaria. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

17.  Food  Poisoning. 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

18.  Tuberculosis. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified — 24  compared  with  13  in  1955  ;  and  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  deaths — one  as  compared  with  seven  in  1955.  During  the  year  one 
death  was  attributed  to  Tuberculosis,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0-03  per 
1,000,  which  is  0-17  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 

(b)  Non- notifiable  Diseases  : 

1.  Influenza. 

Influenza  is  not  notifiable,  and  information  as  to  its  prevalence  is 
mainly  obtained  from  the  death  returns.  As  only  one  male  and  two 
female  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause  during  the  year,  it  cannot 
have  been  prevalent  to  a  great  extent  in  a  serious  form. 

2.  Malignant  Neoplasms. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  ; 
88  deaths — 3(5  males  and  52  females — being  registered  as  due  to  this 
disease,  as  compared  with  95  in  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate 
is  2-85  per  1 ,000,  which  is  0-28  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194(5,  the  maternity  and 
child  welfare  functions  of  the  Local  Authority  were  transferred  to 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  on  the  5th  July,  1948. 
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Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  2 .‘5  per  1,000  live 
births,  as  against  2!)  in  1955,  and  is  made  up  of  six  male  and  two 
female  deaths. 

Neo-natal  Death  Rate. 

The  Neo-natal  death-rate,  which  represents  the  number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age,  is  17  per  1,000  live  births,  and  is 
made  up  of  four  male  and  two  female  deaths.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

49  houses  were  disinfected  on  account  of  infectious  diseases,  etc., 
the  method  employed  being  the  formalin  lamp  and  formalin  spray. 
This  procedure  is  also  adopted  in  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  non- 
notifiable  diseases  on  request.  22  houses  infested  with  cockroaches, 
beetles,  ants,  and  other  insects  were  also  dealt  with.  These  are 
sprayed  or  fumigated  with  an  insecticide  incorporating  D.D.T.,  and 
in  each  instance  was  found  to  be  effective  in  eradicating  the  vermin. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  24  public  conveniences  under  the  control  of  the 
Department  (11  ladies,  13  gents).  These  are  maintained  in  a  satis¬ 
factorily  clean  condition. 

Rodent  Control 

The  work  of  rodent  repression  was  continued  during  the  year 
with  one  operator.  250  infestations  were  dealt  with,  and  the  total 
number  of  rats  and  mice  estimated  to  have  been  killed  was  679. 
Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  Corporation  tips,  food  shops,  etc. 

The  sewers  wrere  test-baited  and  found  to  be  free  from  infestation.

Year  ending  31st  March,  1957 


Refuse  Collection. 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over 
the  whole  district.  Four  complete  and  one  small  units  are  engaged. 
With  the  exception  of  Bank  Holiday  periods,  a  regular  weekly  collection 
has  been  maintained.  Difficulty  is  experienced  on  new  housing  estates, 
owing  to  unmade  streets  and  long  “  carries.”  During  the  summer 
months  the  refuse  from  a  number  of  private  hotels  is  collected  twice 
weekly. 


The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  during  the  period  1st  April, 
1956.  to  31st  March,  1957,  was  10,924  tons,  4  cwts.,  an  increase  of  136 
tons,  2  cwts.,  compared  with  the  previous  year.
